MDARC General Meeting 


March 16, 1984 


Meeting called to order at 8:00 PM by Vice 

Presidert WA6DQN. Treasurer Larry Kaye 

took notes in absence of a Secretary. 

Visitors Introduced: Dick "Smokey" - study- 
for license and Jim WA6FET (contester 
and antenna expert. ) 

It was announced that Doug Lortsher, W6KLM 

had become a Silent Key. 

Treasurer's report. Larry W6CPO reported 

$477.61 in checking and $1372.74 in savings. 
About 10 members paid dues during evening. 
Current membership is approximately 140. 

Emergency Coordinator: Hank W6ZHY announced 
change in date for emergency training sem- 
inar to April 21. New message forms will 
be introduced at that time. He also re- 
ported that a new Federal agency to coor- 
dinate communication with RACES is being 
established and will have its initial op- 
eration in the San Francisco Bay Area. 

Repeater Group: Jay KT6Y announced meeting 
on last Wednesday of March (March 28). 

Membership: Ryan KA6IVG reported that re- 
minder letters had been sent to all 1983 
members who had not paid 1984 dues. 

Public Service: Betty Lou KB6UX announced 
schedule of events for April and circul- 
ated sign up sheet for run on April 8. 

Fducation: Jay KT6Y reported that many of 
the radio class had passed the code test 
already and were waiting for the theory 
exam. Guy KE6BS commented on appointment 
of volunteer examiners. 

Auction: John W6SWO reminded the club that 
the date for the Auction had been changed 
to May 18. 

CARRIER: Dee reported that Douglas V. Lort- 
Sher KA6DPW and the family had agreed to 
continue printing the CARRIER for the club. 

Old Business: Continued vacancies in offices 
of secretary, door prize committee, and 
coffee committee. 

Directory: Bill Morisey and Peter Strauss 
reported that a list by call signs had 
been prepared, and that they were waiting 

for information on Club calendar, by-laws, 
and names of members' spouses and work 
telephone numbers if these were to be in- 
Cluded. George Roush said he would set up 
camera to take photographs of members who 
had not yet had pictures made for directory 
at the April meeting if approved by the 
Board and a notice was placed in the next 
CARRIER. This would be a one time only 
photo session. 

New Business: Guy KE6BS reported that he is 
working with a group setting up emergency 
communications in the San Ramon-Pleasanton 
area. There will be good liaison with the 


central Contra Costa County organization. 

Roy WA6FHF circulated a petition (Art May- 
hoff) against restrictions on amateur radio 
antennas. The antenna problem in Clayton 

was discussed by KD6DY, KE6BS, WA6CIE, KAGIVF, 
K6IMV and others. Joe Campbell KD6DY opposed 
the petition because its wording would an- 
tagonize political bodies; he favored work- 
ing with civic agencies to develop accepta- 
ble ordinances. Amateurs should not pro- 


pose regulation, but help draft reason- 
able ordinances when others do so. 

Rick WB6EZI and Dee N6EJU proposed that 
the call of the club 2 meter repeater be 
changed from W6CX to W6KLM, W6CX being 
retained for the 220 MHZ repeater. This 
change would perpetuate the memory of 
Doug Lortsher's long service to the Club 
and its members. 

They moved that the proposal be publish- 


ed in the April CARRIER and considered 


at the next meeting. Motion seconded by 
KD6DY. During discussion questions were 
raised about who would be Trustee for the 
call, whether the Lortsher family agreed, 
and whether the FCC would allow the Club 
to have three calls. It was pointed out 
that W6CX was the call of the founder of 
the the Club. Following discussion it 
was moved that the motion be tabled un- 
til the April meeting. This motion pass- 
ed without dissenting vote. 

The chair asked N6EJU and WB6EZI to 
serve as a committee to clear up the var- 
ious questions and prepare a statement in 
time for inclusion in the April CARRIER. 


After a break the meeting reconvened and 
Guy Corynen KE6BS discussed plans for Field 
Day. His band captains KE6RV, WA3FET, 
WB6EZI also discussed details of the opera- 
tion. Lauren, WB6CIE is to check with the 
new Ranger for the State Park on conditions 
for Field Day operation. During discussion 
it was pointed out that Hang Gliders have 
priority on use of the mountain top parking 
area and will require a clear area at the 
end of the lot for take-off runs. There 
was also considerable discussion of means 
for liaison between MDARC members who do 
not have VHF gear and the spotter station 
with the Field Day group. 

Meeting adjourned about 2130 PST. 
40 members present.
